It means for the country a pour­ 
ing in of light; it means the refine­ 
ment and elevation of a class of cit­ 
izens whose future in social economy 
of the country is one of the gravest 
problems that confronts the states­ 
man and philosopher. 
The time has come when hard, 
stern condiiions «^onfront those who 
have at heart thz welfare of the re­ 
public; there was a time when men 
had leisure to theorize upon the 
question 
and 
felt 
no 
urgent 
need of grappling 
with 
it. 
E x ­ 
perience 
has 
shown, 
however, 
that the only salvation is through 
the great touchstone of education, 
directed 
and 
guided 
by 
broad, 
liberal minds, fully conscious of the 
future by the history of 
the 
past. 
Prejudices and superstitions are to 
be swept 
away 
by 
mind culture, 
which more 
easily paves the way 
for heart culture. 
Sedalia 
and 
her 
citizens 
are 
proud 
to-day that 
she 
is soon to 
have an institution for the bettering 
of her colored population. 
Criti­ 
cism alone is of 
no avail for im ­ 
provement; the only true method 
is to 
bring 
about a condition 
by 
which criticism can be appreciated 
and acted upon. 
Tra ins from all directions brought 
hundreds of colored people into the 
city to take part in the ceremonies, 
and though the sky looked threat­ 
ening, yet their ardor and enthu­ 
siasm was not dampened.

It was announced Saturday that 
the girls had returned to work, aft­ 
er warning the foreman that

from flirting would meet with most 
serious opposition. 
Each of these 
attempts to suppress the natural and 
seasonable tendency of 
youth was 
deplorable. Youth, however, seems 
to have held its own with consider­ 
able success, and we venture to pre­ 
dict that the usual manifestations 
will continue in spite of frigid park

T h e m any associations of labor 
have met to-night for the purpose of 
celebrating an event that is destined 
to m ark the beginning of a new era 
in the history of organized labor in 
Sedalia. 
N ever before was there manifested

part of w orking men. 
T h e same 
conditions which confront one c o n ­ 
front all— an injury to one is the 
con cern of all. 
All are laboring for the one noble 
purp ose— the uplifting of those who 
earn their bread b y the sweat of 


their brow. 
R ealizing that in unity there is 
strength, and that no g o o d results 
ca n b e obtained without a united 
effort, the several labor o rgan iza­ 
tions of Sedalia have form ed an 
organization that promises hope for 
the future— an organization which 
represents a power for strength not 
•a s y o f com prehension. 
It is unnecessary to state that the 


the power thus acquired will always 
be guarded 
with 
selfish fidelity, 
never permitting it to be used to 
impose or bear hardshi] )s iq^on any 
one, but rather to assist those im ­ 
posed upon.

Education, 
indeed,

In this, however, the scope of 
discussion is broadened, the ques­ 
tion being more profound. It repre­ 
sents, in fact, a higher school ^^r 
the education of workingmen. Such, 
then, is the purpose of the In dus­ 
trial C oun cil of Sedalia.

thanking the merchants of Sedalia 
for granting to their employes, our 
brothers, 
shorter hours for work, 
and congratulate the Retail C lerk s’ 
U nion upon the success attained in 
establishing early

T o the workers outside Uie pale 
of organization we extend an in vi­ 
tation to 
join and help us in the 
great struggle for industrial free­ 
dom. 
Mr. E a d s ’ remarks were liberally 
applauded, after which a colored 
quartette appeared and sang so a c ­ 
ceptable as to be recalled.
